Years ago and in the smaller 
schools today many coaches are 
found who think they are smart if 
they have numerous plays and var- 
ied formations that. will dazzle their 
opponents, but most sound football) 
thinkers agree that it is better to 
have too few plays than too many. 
of course, such a question, like 
any dispute in football, cannot be 
answered without reference to the 
type of player a coach may have. 

No general rule is possible. But 
most coaches will agree that two 
or three formations are all that 
any team need use and about all 
that they can learn well enough to 
play effectively. Out of each of 
these formations about 12 plays are 
all that are possible. 

Usually one of the formations 
will have much less than this num- 
ber of plays. In general, then, a 
team can easily get along on-30 to 
40 plays and have a well-rounded, 
— offense that the ‘boys can 


eo one can deny the gospel that 
it is better to know a few plays 
well than a lot of plays poorly. 
Even within this limit of 30 or 40 
Plays, a coach is always trying to 
ure out ways to simplify the of- 
\ fense. 

Dr. Williams of Minnesota, in- 
ventor of the famous “Minnesota 
shift,” used to have more than a 
hundred plays which his men were 

required to master. Before a game 
‘he would tell his team that they 
were to use only certain plays in 
that game and no others. Many 
coaches tell their teams some plays 
that will be of no use against cer- 
tain teams and thereby cut down 
the offense somewhat each week, 
but as often they will invent a new 
special play .for the same team and 
thus keep the same number of 


plays.. 
Rockne Had 100 

Some of the famous coaches of 
today follow the example of Dr. 
Williams. Knute Rockne at Notre 
Dame was said to have had over a 
hundred plays, possibly much more. 
These plays are mastered in spring 
practice and learned all summer so 
that the men have them down pat 
when fall practice begins. ‘Then 
each week they are told to stress 
certain plays as best to gain 
against the defense used by that 
opponent. 

On the other hand, there are 
coaches who are said to go through 
the season with less than 20 plays. 
Stagg of Chicago has long been 
regarded as a coach who uses a 


nell long used a few simple but 
powerful plays, and drilled on the 
details of these so thoroughly that 
he could tell his opponents just 
what his plays would be and still 
make them gain ground.

For the conveninence of local 
sportsmen, many of whom are plan- 
ning to hunt pheasants in the 
northern counties of Iowa on the 
two open season dates, Nov. 6 and 
7, County Recorder G. C. Parks to- 
day made public a list of the twen- 
ty-three counties .in which the 
birds may be shot. 

Counties having open season 
dates are Plymouth, Sioux, Lyon, 
O’Brien, Osceola, Dickinson, Clay, 
Palo Alto, Emmet, Kossuth, Win- 
nebago, Humboldt, Hancock, Cerro 
Gordo, Worth, Franklin, Hardin, 
Grundy, Butler, Floyd, Mitchell, 
Howard and Chickasaw. 

Last year, 33 counties were open 
to hunters for a period of five days, 
but a survey showed that some of 
the counties were short on birds, 
while stilt others, perhaps, should 
not have had an open season. 

The decision this year to limit 
the season for hunting ringneck 
pheasants to two days, shows a 
conservative trend as well as a de- 
sire to protect birds where neces- 
sary.

Second Pitcher to Be 
Named for Honor in 
American Loop 


NEW YORK—(INS) — Robert 
Moses Grove, southpaw of the Ath- 
letics, was the mest valuable player 
in the American league during 1931.

The 
poll was conducted by the baseball 


' writers’ association of America. 


Grove received a total of 78 
points, of a possible 80.

Grove is the second pitcher to 
be named for this honor in the 
American league.

Expense Items Touched Upon 
Cook also referred to an expense 
item of six dollars, collected by Sen- 
ator Brookhart for attendance at 
the funeral of James « ‘Good, 
‘of Cedar Rapids, secertary’of war, 
who died in 1929. 

The senator, he said, “presum- 

ably was within his legal. -rights 
when he collected a six ‘dollars, 
just as he’ was within his , legal 
rights when he put three sons and 
4 daughter on his office payroll.” 
‘> “However,” he concluded. “I am 
going to refer the matter to the peo- 
ple of Iowa for their comment and 
attention. 

“It may be that the senator will 
discover that things may’ be both 
perfectly Jegal and perfectly répre- 
hensible.”
